Assistant Attorney Millor, of Post- 
office Department, Arrested. 


Washington, May 26. — Postmaster 
General Payne has summarily dia- 
missed Daniel V. Miller, O-ssistant at­ 
torney in the office of tbe assistant 
attorney general for the postofllce de­ 
partment, for accepting a bribe in con­ 
nection with the case of John J, Ryan 
A Co., charged with fraudulont uso of 
the mails. A warrant has been issued 
for Miller’s arrest. 
Another warrant has been Issued for 
tho arrest of a man who is charged 
with being the partner or a go-betweon 
iu the tranF.action. The brii^o is alleged 
to have been accepted iu Cincinnati 
last December. 
Miller came here from Terre Haute, 
Ind., about two years ago. He waS ap­ 
pointed by former Assistant Attorney 
General James N. Tyner. The charge 
against Miller has been under investi­ 
gation for three months. 
The Ryan 
company v/as a turf investment con­ 
cern, which opei'ated at St. Louis and 
Covington, Ky. Its methods and work­ 
ing operations are said to 
similar to 
those of the Arnold company, which 
has figured conspicuously In the post- 
office 
investigation. 
Complaint was 
made by Inspector Fulton before a 
United States commissioner in Cincin­ 
nati Saturday and a warrant was then 
sworn out for Miller and one other 
party. Mr. Fulton then came to Wash­ 
ington, while another inspector went 
west from Cincinnati to make the other 
arrest. 
The RyaQ company was the benefi­ 
ciary under a deoision of the assistant 
attorney general of the postoffice de­ 
partment, made several months ago, 
Bubsequent to the decision in the Ar­ 
nold case, and couched in practically 
the same terms as that decision. Those 
decisions declared the concerns named 
to be free to use the mail>s. 
Last night Miller was in the custody 
of a postoffice inspector, and his formal 
arrest followed this morulng. 
Miller 
wtifl at his desk all day 5^ iterday. He 
was called Into th-j oiilco ot Aoslstant 
Attorney General Robb late In the af- 
t.ernoon, and notified of his immediate 
dismissal. He was allowed to draw his 
salary and then return to the private 
Dfllce of the assistant attorney gen­ 
eral, where Inspectors were in wait­ 
ing. 
It Is stated that the amount offered 
Miller as a bribe aggregated several 
thodsand dollai’s, and was in the form 
of a cash payment, followed by a check.. 
This payment is alleged to have taken 
place in Cincinnati, so that the case 
will be tried there, probably In the Oc­ 
tober term of court. Miller was taken 
to the city hall last night and placed 
under arrest by a deputy marshal. He 
waived an examination and was re­ 
leased on $1600 bonds for appearance 
at court. 
The penalty for the offence is a fine 
of not more than three 
times the 
amount asked or accepted and im*. -is- 
onment of not more than tliree years.

There is no insur­ 
ance. 
A toniado struck the town of Elmo, 
eight miles west of* Blanchard, last 
evening, destroying 
tlie town. 
Six 
persons are known to have b^^en killed 
and several others injured. Tho storm 
destroyed a three-story briok hotel. 
Six bodies have been taken from the 
ruins of tho building, and others are 
believed to bo buried in the deris. 
The tornado near 
Buxton struck 
‘near what is known as No. 10 Junc­ 
tion, a mining settlement. 
All tho 
victims were colored. The storm came 
from the southwest, and the destruc­ 
tive wind seemed to descend suddenly 
from a great bank of clouds, which 
was sweeping toward the northw est 
The 
houses 
occuppled by Herbert 
Rhodes* and Eliza Blakely’s families 
were smashed to kindling wood.

Another Arrest Made- 
Cincinnati, May 26.—Word was re- 
cel vod by Federal officers here that Jo­ 
seph M. Johns was arrested at Roek- 
villo, Ind. Johns, it is said, was the 
man who worked directly with John 
J, Ryan and accepted tho money for 
the Tyner letter. According to the fed­ 
eral officers, Johns' first offer for the 
letter was for $5,000. Ryan refused to 
pay that amount, when Johns agreed to 
cumpiomise for $2,500. Johns and Ryiin 
met at the Gibson House, in thib city, 
January 12, when Ryan paid over the 
money and in return received tho let­ 
ter which was used in advertising the

Abyssinia lias borne that title since 
1889. Ho used to be called the negus, 
his full title being negus negasti, mean- 
ing king of kings. 
The Abyssinian 
monarch used to be a mere King of 
Choa. 
But now he rules the united 
kingdoms of Choa, Godjam, DJimma, 
Kaffa and Watamo, with some other 
provinces. Consequently he is an em- 
peror. 


Ancient blood is expected In an em- 
peror, and it is remarkable that he of 
Abyssinia, the most obscure of the im- 
perial band, Is of the oldest stock of all. 
At least, that Is his claim. 
Ailu. his 
father, came of the old royal family of 
Ethiopia that traced Its descent to 
Men3llk L, son of Solomon by the 
Queen of Sheba. Ailu was eldest son 
of a great chief named Sella-Selassie, 
under whom the kingdom of Choa at- 
tained to its highest pitch of power. 
Now Sella-Selassie's own name had 
formerly been Menellk, but he had 
been Tvarned by a monk to change It, 
otherwise he would suffer great misfor- 
tune. 
He should, however, said the 
monk, call the son of his first born by 
tho name of Menellk, and the child so 
christened would one day be the con- 
queror of all Ethiopia and the greatest 
of her rulers since the days of Menelik 
L. son of Solomon. As soon, therefore, 
as the grandson was born he was 
named Menelilc. 
The really curious 
thing about this story is that It was 
certainly told and retailed by an Italian 
traveler 
some years before Menelik 
"conquered Ethiopia" and consolidated 
his realm.—London News.

The stomach is able to digest proteid 
food when Introduced into it, yet it 
does not digest Itself. 


The reason for this has recently been 
shown by Weinland. Weinland found 
that a substance can be extracted 
from the cells of the stomach which, 
when added to proteid material, will 
not allow it to be acted upon by the 
pepsin of the stomach. This substance 
belongs to the clasis of so-called anti- 
ferments—that is, a group of bodies 
whleh by their presence inhibit fer-! 
mentatlve actions. The presenq® of the 
anti-ferment In the cells of tho stomach 
prevents them from digesting tkom- 
selves.

UNDEPe RUSSIA'S HEEC 


How the Denationalization of Finland 
Is Progressing, 
From Helsingfors It Is stated that 
the governors of Abo, St. Michaels, 
Wasa and Uleaborg have been dis­ 
missed. The reason assigned for this 
arbitrary proceeding on the part of the 
Russian governor general of the grand 
ducky Is that the displaced Finnish 
governors failed to show a proper zeal 
in explaining and enforcing the new 
law of military conscription for the 
Imperial army. They were, very nat­ 
urally, of the opinion that Finnish 
conscripts should be drawn for Fin­ 
land only. 
The Sviet has a brutally 
conceived article on the subject of 
these official dismissals. It denounces 
such Finnish officials as malignantly 
mischievous pseudo patriots, and rec­ 
ommends more sweeping and drastic 
measures for the Russification of the 
Grand Duchy. The volume of Finnish 
emigration is steadily increasing. Dur­ 
ing last year 27.6U0 Finns left their 
homes, chiefly for the United Slates 
of North America.

French Woman Has Been Unconsciout 
for Nearly a Quarter of a Century. 
An editor of the Français, M, Gas- 
ton Stiegler, recently went to The- 
nelles In Aisne to see Marguerite Boy- 
enval, the woman who has slept since 
the month of June, 1883, that is to say 
almost 20 years. 
M. Stiegler gives 
the following account of the case: 


Marguerite Boyenval had a ^stroke 
of catalepsy after suffering a great 
shock, but it Is not known.whether or 
not up to that time she had manifested 
any sign of hysteria, although she 
seemed to be healthy. 
After the at- 
tack of Doctor Charlier treated her by 
metalotherapy, which was the fashion 
at that time, then he treated her by 
means of electricity, but the results 
were nil. He attempted sub-cutaneous 
injections of atropine which was the 
only measure that had any effect, in 
this case Benslblllty returning to the 
limbs, but not to the head, this sensi- 
bility on the other hand being merely 
momentary. 
Nothing more could be 
done, although suggestions were made 
frequently. 
Many physicians believe 
¿hat the sleeper understands what Is 
said to her, and that it Is simply Im- 
possible for her to respond, this be- 
ing the opinion oï Doctor Voisin of 
the Salpetrlere, who went to Thenelles 
during the past year. Up to the pres- 
ent It has been impossible to verify 
this hypothesis. 


M. Stiegler describes his visit as 
follows; 
"I was ushered into a room 
and on a little bed beheld the sleeper. 
How pale and thin and motionless 
she was, although she was not color-

gant,' 'most unique,' and so on, are 
constantly appearing 
In 
newspapers 
and periodicals, and these expressions, 
and many others of the same kind, are 
commoner now than ever before. 
It 
would not be a bad Idea for person» 
who are in the habit of writing for 
newspapers to pay some little atten- 
tion to the matter of style. 
The de- 
mand for good English—English that 
is pure, robust and clear of the befog- 
ging and puny things 
which 
often 
slip from the end of the pencil—is 
one of the more pressing demands of 
tJie day. Returning to the bone, let us 
give 'most' a rest, just to start the 
log to rolling."—New Orleans

French Woman Has Been Unconscious 
for Nearly a Quarter of a Century. 
An editor of the Français, M. Gas­ 
ton Stlegler, recently went to The- 
nelles In Aisne to see Marguerite Boy- 
enval, the woman who has slept since 
the month of June, 1883, that is to say 
almost 20 years. 
M. Stlegler gives 
the following account of the case: 
Marguerite Boyenval had a »stroke 
of catalepsy after suffering a great 
shock, but It Is not known.whether or 
not up to that time she had manifested 
any sign of hysteria, although she 
seemed to be healthy. After the at­ 
tack of Doctor Charlier treated her by 
metalotherapy, which was the fashion 
at that time, then he treated her by 
means of electricity, but the results 
were nil. He attempted sub-cutaneous 
injections of atropine which was the 
only measure that had any effect, in 
this case sensibility returning to the 
limbs, but not to the head, this sensi­ 
bility on the other hand being merely 
momentary. 
Nothing more could be 
done, although suggestions were made 
frequently. 
Many physicians believe 
that the sleeper understands what Is 
said to her, and that It is simply im­ 
possible for her to respond, this be­ 
ing the opinion oï Doctor Voisin of 
the Salpetriere, who went to Thenelles 
during the past year. Up to the pres­ 
ent It has been impossible to verify 
this hypothesis. 
M. Stlegler describes his visit as 
follows; 
“I was ushered Into a room 
and on a little bed beheld the sleeper. 
How pale and thin and motionless 
she was, although she was not color­ 
less as one would naturally believe, 
and as a matter of fact, there was a 
slight coloration on the cheeks of this 
waxen face and the lips were clearly 
red, these firmly closed lips which 
have not allowed a single drop of 
w^ater to pass between them, 
and 
which have not let a word, not even 
a sigh escape. 
The head was sup­ 
ported on a pillow and wore a white 
bonnet tied by two bands under the 
chin, which allowed the hair, black 
and flat and separated by a part, to 
be seen. The eyelids, which one may 
open partly thereby disclosing two 
white and glassy eyes, were closed. 
The body was flattened out under the 
covers and hardly took up the space 
which would be occupied by the body 
of an infant, although the woman 
looked fully the 40 years which is in 
reality her age. 
“As a matter of fact, the patient 
has not eaten for many years past, 
and she is now fed on peptone and 
milk containing the yolks of eggs. 1'he 
breath 'did not raise the chest in the 
least, the respiration'was not appar­ 
ent, and while it evidently existed, it 
was so slight that it was Impossible 
to perceive it. 
Wl^^le the woman 
gradually wastes away, this phenom­ 
enon, without example in the history 
of medicine, can still last a long time, 
even for years.I»

Use of “Most.” 
“Speaking of the words that ar« 
overworked,” said the observant man, 
I want to put in a mild protest on 
behalf of the 
word ‘most.’

judgment It Is greatly overworked, and 
the fact Is particularly noticeable In 
the society columns of newspapers. 
Like a great many other qualifying 
words, used so frequently for the pur­ 
pose of strengthening a phrase, ‘most,’ 
when used without fine dlscrlmlnatlofl, 
has just the opposite effect. It weak­ 
ens and detracts from the sentence. 
It Is never well for the writer to allow 
the suggestion of gushing, or gaudy 
fulsomcness to crop out between the 
lines, and this often happens when 
qualifying words are used. 
‘Most’ Is 
B-lmply one of many words that are 
pressed into service often enough to 
become offensive. Such expressions as 
‘most brilliant,’ ‘most graceful,’ ‘most 
eloquent,' ‘most beautiful,’ most ele­ 
gant,’ ‘most unique,’ and so on, are 
constantly appearing In newspapers 
and periodicals, and these expressions, 
and many others of the same kind, are 
commoner now than ever before. 
It 
would not be a bad idea for persons 
who are In the habit of writing for 
newspapers to pay some little atten­ 
tion to the matter of style. 
The de­ 
mand for good EJngllsh—Ehigllsh that 
is pure, robust and clear of the befog­ 
ging and puny things 
which 
often 
slip from the end of the pencil—is 
one of the more pressing demands of 
the day* Returning to the bone, let us 
give ‘most’ a. rest, just to start the 
log to rolling.”—New Orleans TJmes- 
Democrat.

PASTURE FOR SHEEP. 
If we have been fortunate to have a 
great many more lambs than ewes, 
and some are not supplied with milk, 
you can aid the ewe by feeding tho 
lamb cow’s milk, good Jersey milk, as 
I feed the young lambs, so as to push 
them right along and get them on tho 
market as early as possible. 
I have 
used for the past few years what 1 
call a lamb feeder. 
It Is a tin pall 
with a tight-fitting cover, that will 
hold one gallon of milk. On one side 
are three sprouts soldered on near tho 
bottom of the pail and extending out* 
ward as high as the top of the pail, 
made so that the rubber nippies can 
be put on. 
By feeding them a few 
times from a bottle, •\TOlch Is more 
convenient to teach them at first, they 
quickly learn to be on hand for their 
milk when they see you coming with 
the pall. Give them all they will take 
of this Jersey milk every morning and 
evening. By feeding iu this way they 
get no Mtback, but grow equal to tbe

Domestic Science For Girls. 
By Mary E. Williams, 
Professor of Domestic Science» Columbia University« 
UST twenty-five years ago whatever training girls received ii 
domestic science was inculcated by their mothers in theli 
oAvn homes. To-day the demands of the school upon the girlrf 
time make even this absolutely impossible. The State take» 
the child almost from the mother’s arms into the kindergarten, 
and her training is institutional until she is graduated from 
high school or college, ready for business. But it Is worthy 
of note that she is fitted for almost any business except thaï 
most important of all businesses to women, the business oi 
home-making. 
I think the increase of “bachelor apartments” and of “bachelor maids* 
apartments,” the lament of empty churches, the cry of public corruption, and 
the complaint of competition of labor between the sexes are strong evidences 
that the number of mannagcs are constantly dcraslng. 
The consequences to the State of such a condition are fraught with danger • 
As the homo is, so the State is. 
The women of to-day who think they can purify the world at the polls are 
making a great mistake. Nor can they do it by entering into competition with 
men in the commercial Avorld. Their Avork is to train the coming generation ol 
men for the affairs of the world. And this work must be commenced in th< 
nursery and bo continued until habits and character are formed. And if we ar€ 
to do away with the evils of to-day we must prepare the future wives aud 
mothers for just this work. 
Until this fact is recognized by our school boards, the training of a girl, nn 
like that of her brother, will be incomplete. For his training aims to fit him 
for his normal position in life, for his struggle with the world. The training ol 
a girl, as it is now, seems to have the same aim for her; while her normal 
lifework—the care of the home—is practically ignored. 
* 
What is the remedy? 
Nothing less than to make domestic science a part of the regular course foi 
girls; necessary for promotion from elementary schools to high schools and^ 
from high schools to colleges. 
If this can be accomplished we shall have gone a long way toward solving 
the problem of the training of our girls. We can hope then to turn out a gen­ 
eration of future mothers who will be equipped for that lifework so aptly de­ 
scribed by Frances Willard when she declared that “the mission of the ideal 
woman is to make the whole world home-like.*'

FEW months ago Avhlle traveling in England, the members of 
our party found themselves in a smoking compartment of a 
railway carriage Avlth a stranger, and a stranger Avho smoked. 
When about halfway between stations, he calmly pulled out 
his tobacco, and, lighting up, puffed away, seemlngly to hla 
own enjoj’ment quite as much as to the discomfort of the ladies 
under my charge. 
Seeing the annoyance his smoking was causing, I asked 
him if he Avould be good enough to desist until Ave came to the 
next station, Avhen Ave A\'^ould change our seats to another carriage; and I was 
not a little astonished at his reply: 
"I am distinctly A\’lthin my rights, sir, and must decline.” 
Brutal as the retort sounded. It Avas nevertheless a statement of the truth 
—he Avas “within his rights”-and, true Britisher that he Avas, he proposed to 
have them. 
While recognizing his privileges, I could but feel that we in 
America Avould be willing to Avalve our rights In little things, preferring to 
keep our'entire energy for the holding on to those in the greater events of 
lli’e. 
The incident set mo to thinking. The Englishman never foi'gets nor ceases 
to demand and to obtain his due, no matter how trifling the obligation may 
be, and permits no one and nothing to Interfere A\’ith the happy and peaceful 
possession of it. 
We Americans are the most amiable of individuals. We live in a country 
where AA’e are obliged to give and take, and we shouFd be considered anoma­ 
lous and archaic as soon as Ave became arbitrary. 
We regard as trivial the minor amenities, and indeed submit to many things 
that may grow into positive Avrongs because Ave are so complacently assured 
that Ave have constitutional rights of so magnificent proportions that we can 
afford to regard Avlth indifference these lesser infractions of what contributes 
to peace and comfort. 
But can A\’e? 
Is It right to allow ourselves to be pulled about by every one who comes In 
our path? Can we afford to have our toes trodden upon by every stranger that 
ci’osses In front of us? Would we not all be better off by being jpore self- 
assertive and less complacent? More mindful of our own “rights,” and lent 
willing to have them trampled upon, even as we trample upon those of others? 
Do we not grow careless in our dealings Avith others fx'om the very fact 
of our own Indifference? 
And can we not learn a lesson from our more 
exacting brother across the sea? 
We are known as the strenuous race. We work harder, longer and usually 
with greater material results than other peoples. We have Avhat Prince Borli 
praises as "the goaheadativeness and feverish activity” of a young nation; but 
Jn our haste, our hurry, we are equally forgetful of ourselves and of other« 
in little things, Avhile making much ado about the great things for Avhlcb 
we have alv/ays striven. 
It Is the little things that count, after all; and we can be in no better busi­ 
ness than to take to heart this lesson of self-assertlveness, for in learning it we 
ïhali come to be less careless in our dealings Avith others. By demanding more 
rights for ourselves we shall necessarily show greater care for those of our 
neighbor. We shall learn that self-asserilveness is in reality the twin of cour­ 
tesy.

Seven have

United States court, and embody points 
tljat bother newspaper publishers, Tho 
soven a re : 
1. 
Subscribers who do not give ex­ 
press notice to the contrary are consid. 
ered as wishing to renew their subscrip* 
tion. 
2. If subscribers order the discontin­ 
uance of their periodicals^ the publishers 
may continue to send them until all ar­ 
rearages are paid, 
3. If subscribers neglect or refuse to 
take their periodicals from the^postofflce 
to which they are directed, they are re-

7. The latest postal laws are such that 
newspaper publishers can arrest anyone 
for fraud who takes a paper and refuses 
to pay for it 
Uunder the law the man 
who lets his subscription run along for 
some time unpaid and then orders it dis­ 
continued is liable to arrest and iine, 
the same as for theft. 
It will be seen 
that many disputed points are disposed 
of by these decisions, which are certain­ 
ly only 3U»i, If a subscriber doesn’t 
want to renew his subscription, let him 
notify the publisher 
The second deci­ 
sion given here will be a surprise to some 
publishers, who believe they must stop a 
delinquent subscriber’s paper if ordered 
to 
The delinquent must pay up if he 
wishes to discontinue his subscription. 
Otherwise lie is held responsible for it as 
long as the paper is sent to him, whetli- 
er he takes it from the postoilicr or not,

Unliiio Washtng- 
ton, Jefferson, Webster, Hamilton and 
other great men of the nation of the past, 
all of whom favored the freedom of the 
press, Pennypaclier tends his aid to *un 
attempt to muzzle the papers of tbe 
State. 
The press of the country ever reflects 
public sentiment, and this sentiincnt Is 
Just as unanimous in its opposition to 
the Governor’s signing an act passed 
without any regard for tbe Ooustitution, 
as are the papers of the State 
The peo­ 
ple understand that to muzzle tlie press 
would make them easier victims for 
plunderers and criminMs, and any at* 
tempt to silence.tUe papert on tbe crimes 
of the day will meet with their disaj)- 
proval.
